SITUATION 

1 Case vehicle (A) was traveling west in the inside westbound lane of a four-lane divided 
highway. Vehicle (X) was traveling west in the outside westbound lane of the same 
roadway ahead of case vehicle (A). Vehicle (B) was traveling east in the outside 
eastbound lane of the same roadway. Itwas daylightand cloudy, and the roadway was dry 
and in good condition. 

2 The driver of vehicle (B) reportedly fell asleep and vehicle (B) departed the roadway off 
the north shoulder of the eastbound lanes. As vehicle (B) entered the grass median, it 
began to rotate counterclockwise as it traversed the median. As vehicle (B) approached 
the south shoulder of the westbound travel lanes, it became airborne and entered the path 
of vehicle (X) with the rearend facing north. The front of vehicle (X) struckthe leftside of 
vehicle (B). Vehicle (B) continued to rotate counterclockwise as it separated from vehicle 
(X) and entered the path of case vehicle (A). The driver of case vehicle (A) attempted to 
avoid a collision by veering to the right but was unable to do so. The front of case vehicle 
(A) struckthe leftside of vehicle (B). The impact caused case vehicle (A) to enter a 
clockwise rotation and depart the roadway off of the north shoulder before itcame to rest 
on the north side of the westbound lanes. After the second left-side impact, vehicle (B) 
separated into two pieces. The front portion of the vehicle came to restfacing north, 
straddling the south shoulder of the westbound lanes and the median. The rear portion of 
vehicle (B) came to rest near the middle of the median. The driver, center-front, and right- 
front passengers of case vehicle (A) were transported to a local hospital for treatment. The 



driver of vehicle (B) was transported to a local level-one trauma center where he was 
hospitalized. Both vehicles were towed due to damage. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

3 Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. The directdamage length was 150 cm and 
began at the left-front bumper corner and extended into the area of the right headlight 
assembly, resulting in 78% vehicle overlap. The maximum crush at bumper level was 50 
cm and occurred at the left-front bumper corner. The leftwheelbase was reduced 44 cm, 
and the right wheelbase was reduced 2 cm. 

4 5 Damage to vehicle (B) was very severe. The directdamage length forthe impactwith 
case vehicle (A) is estimated to be 165 cm. It began below the left C -pillar and extended to 
the front of the vehicle. The separation of the vehicle into two pieces precluded 
documentation of a crush profile and wheelbase measurements. Using the WinSMASH 
accident-reconstruction program (ROLDMISS module) and 6 7 8 c-values for case vehicle 
(A), the following impact severities were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

9 Damage to the front of the vehicle began at the left-front bumper corner and extended 
into the area of the right headlight assembly. The front bumper, the radiator, and the hood 



were crushed rearward. Both of the headlight assemblies were missing from the vehicle. 
The hood latch was damaged, butitdid notjam and did not release. Both hood hinges 
were damaged, butdid notseparate. The rearedge of the hood was elevated, butitdid 
not contact the windshield. Induced deformation of the left A-pillar cracked the windshield. 
There was a 12-cm hole in the up per- left portion of the windshield that appeared to be 
related to the buckling of the lower portion of the upper-left A-pillar. 

10 The upper and lower portions of the left A-pillar were deformed and displaced rearward 
resulting in minor buckling of the left-roof side rail and roof. The left door was jammed shut 
and the left window was shattered. 11 The left-front wheel was displaced rearward 44 cm 
and the sill below the left door was buckled. 

12 13 There was minor buckling of the right fender from the frontal impact. Both of the 
right-side doors remained closed and operational. No other damage was noted on the right 
side of the vehicle, and no damage was noted to the rear of the vehicle. 

Interior 

14 15 16 17 18 19^ This vehicle was equipped with both steering-wheel and passenger 
frontal-impact airbags, which deployed during the frontal impact. No damage was noted to 
the airbag skins or 20 2^22 23 to the module doors/flaps. 24 The steering-wheel rim was 
not deformed and 25 26 the steering column was off of the shearcapsules and was slightly 
rotated to the left. 

27 28 29 The lower portion of the left-upper A-pillar was deformed and the A-pillar trim was 
cracked. 30 The instrument panel was deformed as a result of displacement of structural 
components. 31 32_The left portion of the instrument panel fascia was dislodged, probably 
as a result of buckling, but possibly as a result of efforts to salvage the radio. The 
instruments and climate controls were displaced. The A/C vents were damaged. 33 34 The 
driver knee bolster was deformed as a result of the instrument-panel buckling and driver 
contact. 35 36 The driver-door interior panel and the left kickpanel were buckled and 
displaced to the right. There was a scuff mark associated with a crack in the right portion of 



the driver knee bolster, possibly due to contact by the center-front passenger. The driver- 
door window was shattered. 37 The parking-brake pedal was deformed. 38 The left-front 
seatcushion was slightly deformed by the intruding door and the seattracks were jammed. 
39 40 41 The following intrusions were noted and measured:

OCCUPANT INJURIES AND KINEMATICS 

The 5-ft, 10-in, 180-lb, 37-year-old male driver 42 was reportedly wearing the available 
three-point belt, although there is no evidence on the D-ring of belt usage, and 43 the 
steering-wheel frontal- impact airbag deployed. 

44 During the frontal impact, he moved forward and slightly to the left relative to the interior 
of the vehicle, into the shoulder belt and airbag. He sustained contusions and abrasions to 
the head, probably from contact with the airbag, but possibly from contact with the driver- 
side window. He also sustained muscle strain in the lumbrosacral spine, probably due to 
impact forces. 

The 5-ft, 5-in, 120-lb, 48-year-old female center-front passenger was reportedly sitting on a 
box in the space between the seats and neither a belt restraint nor a frontal-impact airbag 
were available. 



45 During the frontal impact, she moved forward and slightly to the left relative to the 
interior of the vehicle, into the center console and instrument panel. She sustained a 



laceration to the leftside of the head, contusions to the leftside of the chest, and 
abrasions to the right hand, probably from contact with the center instrument panel. 

The 4-ft, 0-in, 60-lb, 9-year-old female right-front passenger was reportedly wearing the 
available three-point belt and 46 the passenger frontal- impact airbag deployed. 47_ During 
the impact, she moved forward and slightly to the left relative to the interior of the vehicle, 
into the shoulderbeltand airbag. She sustained abrasions and contusions to herlips and a 
contusion to the jaw, probably from contact by the airbag. She also sustained an abrasion 
to one leg, probably from contact with the knee bolster.
